Anyone For Bridge?

.Judging from the international 
in scope popularity of contract 
bridge, even a* to President Kis 
enhower'a fondness for the game, 
it in pretty safe to say that mil­ 
lions of playing cards have been 
held in millions of hands and 
slapped down on millions of ta­ 
bles of every description, since 
Lord Brougham, a British rrum-

«out town, first introduced the 
-(mating game. This was in 

J8W4, at London's Portland Club. 
According to authoritative en­ 

cyclopedic references, the earli­ 
est printed matter on bridge is 
an 1886 pamphlet, titled "Biritch, 
or Russian Whist." Although 
there ix no certaintly that the 
game is Russian, the fact that it 
was christened Russian Whist 
given weight to the idea that it 

Ruinated in Russia. It does, as 
st matter of fact, bear a close 
resemblance to vint, which i» of 
Russian origin. The reason the 
name "bridge ' was given to the 
game is undoubtedly the £act 
that it was the English word 
which most closely resembled 
"biritch," the earlier name. How- 
aver, the origin of the word "bir- 
itch" is not known. It is not a 
Russian word.

t^When auction bridge supersed­ 
ed whist in popularity, it w a s 
commonly referred to simply as 
"bridge." To play bridge was to 
play auction. The word "bridge" 
.still has this meaning for those 
who have not as yet learned to 
play contract bridge, but just as 
bridge superseded whist, con­ 
tract bridge, *ince 1927, has just 
about swept auction into the dis­ 
card. To play bridge now means

When half a million Americans 
p!»y in duplicate games or tourn 
aments each year in the league's

'2600 clubs, we venture to say Dial 
i in the challenge of competitive 
play, they never wonder f r o m 
whence came their crisp playing 
cards. These pieces of shiny pa­ 
per or plastic have a long and 
fascinating history.

The first playing cards were 
made in China thousands of years 
ago. They were not known in 
Kurope until about 1100 A.I)., 
when a number of pvks wore 
,brought back from the Holy Land 
by Crusaders. These knights had 

j learned that the Saracens of 
'Arabia were familiar with play­ 
ing cards, and they spent many 
hours learning different games 

ivvith them. The cards they 
i brought back to Kurope were all 
i handmade and had beautiful 
hand-painted designs. Some Ori­ 
ental cards were made of thin 
painted sheets of woo d, ivory, 
metal and oven of dried leaves. 
Canvas, leather and embroidered 
silk cards are knotfn to have ex­ 
isted, as well as cards of tortoise 

; shell and small tiles. 
| In the early packs of cards, 
each suit represented one of the 
four social classes of the life of 
the Middle Ages. The nobility 
was represented by swords; which 
later became our Spades. The 
churchmen were represented by 
cups, which were later turned 
into Hearts. The merchant class 
was represented by coins; which 
later became Diamonds: the peas­ 
ants, by staves; which evolved 
into Clubs.

The face cards in these enrly 
packs contained pictures of ac­ 
tual kings, queens and princes. 
Some of the cards were round; 
others, square. It was many years 
before cards took the easy-to- 
handle oblong shape we know 
today.

Playing cards were first 
brought to America by Columbus' 
sailors in 1492. However, they,

i took their cards hack to Spain 
with them, and it was not until 
Cortex, conquered Mexico in 1521 
that playing cards were really 
introduced into America. After 
that, many explorers from many 
lands brought more and more 
packs of cards to this country, 
and card playing became popular 
in numerous New World settle­ 
ments.

Legends say that the 52 cards 
in a pack correspond to the 52 
weeks in a year; that the 13 
cards in each suit are the same 
in number as the 13 lunar, or 
moon months, of a year. In ad­ 
dition, legends tell us that, the 
lour suits represent the four 

[.seasons of the year, and the 12 
face cards correspond with the 
12 calendar months of a year.

It is certainly not legendry that 
two men rate as true "greats" 
in contract bridge: P^ly (Gilbert- 
son, who developed a point count 
system to replace the honor 
tricks he had advocated for years, 
and Charles H. Goren. who ad­ 
vanced Culbcrtson's theories in 
the point count system. Bob 

; Christie, in the soon-to-start

"greats" in his teaching.
